BY THE GRAND JURY 


F. A. Lucas, President of The 
First National Bank of Cuca- 
mong and head of the Lucas 
ranching interests was indicted 
by the grand jery Wednesday, 
charging him with attempting a 
criminal assault on Mrs. Pettinger, 
on the night ef November 11th.: 

Yesterday Wineent G. Lacas 
and L. F. Lmeas put up $5,000 
bond with Sheriff W. A. Shay to 
insure the liberty of Mr. Lacas, 
as required by Judge Curtis. F. 
A, Lucas did not appear at the 
Sheriff’s office, but his two 
brothers and Attorney McNabb 
gave the bond that was mecessary. 

Dr, W. H. Craig, widely known 
physicran of this eity, was the 
first witness to appear before the 
grand jury and he probably re- 
lated how the young Tady at his 
office onthe night ©f November 
11th, was in a most pitiful state, 
and how ‘as he dressed her bruises 
and endeavored ito ‘relieve the 
pam from which she suffered, she 
related the story ‘to him of how 
I. A. Lucas had «carried her to 
an upstairs room of his home 
and there attacked her. 

Following Dr. Craig, Mrs. Pet- 
ttinger entered ‘the grand jury 

Mother Testifies 

Mrs. ‘Theresa Pettinger, mother 
of tthe ‘girl, followed her daughter 
‘to ‘the witness stand. Frank, her 
brother was called. Officer J. F. 
Sawyer, Upland Officer, was the 
final witness called. 

Et was her cabhorrence for 
mereiless publicity of the open 
court, cand sympathy for the 
Lucas family ‘that caused her to 
sign can :affidavit refuting her 
original charges a few weeks 
later, Mary Pettinger said yes- 
‘terday ‘afternoon. 

“Tt’s off my, mind; I’m glad 
It’s over,”’ she «said. 

Brought to the San Antonio 
hospital on the night of Novem- 
ber 11, suffering from seyere in- 
juries, Mary Edith Pettinger told 
officers how she had been attack- 
ed by F. A. ‘Lucas. 

She ‘said ‘in ‘her story that she 
went to the Lueas home. Lueas 
she said offered her some wine. 
She believed it was drugged. 
While she was stupefied from the 
effects of the drink, she said, 
Lucas carried her to another room 
in his house. 

Fights Long Time 

Regaining consciousness — she 
began a fight for her honor. she 











said. For three hours she fought 
but suffered unmercifully, she 
said, when Lucas knocked her 


down, fell on her with his knees 
and beat her. She won, she told 
the officers, but paid a price of 
lying dangerously ill, in the hos- 
pital for weeks. 

Lucas was arrested. A few days 
before the preliminary hearing’ of 
the case was scheduled, the girl 
startled the county by signing an 
affidavit that her story of the at- 
tack and beating was false. 

Distriet Attorney T. W. Duck- 
worth forced a hearing. When 
ealled to the witness stand, the 
girl demanded to know her legal 
rights. She was told that she 
could refuse to testify on the 
ground that she might inerimin- 
ate herself. ‘‘I want to go home”’ 
and “‘let’s make a party of this,’”’ 
to questions of District Attorney 
Duckworth and her determined 
stand to refuse to testify led to 
the grand jury investigation yes- 
terday. 

Sorry for Family 

She is known to have explained 
her signing of the affidavit by 
saying she felt sorry for the 
Lueas family, did not want pub- 


licity and would prefer to let the | 


sensational incident drop.

Cugnot’s 
engine was put in motion by the im- 
pulsion of two single-acting cylinders, 
the pistons of which alternately acted

trees now seen in every Southern 
California citrus growing district. 

In 1873, Mrs. Tibbets, wife of 
Luther Tibbets, before leaving Wash- 
ington, D. C., to commence life in 
the far west as a settler and pion- 
eer on a barren sheep farm, visited 
the government experimental  gar- 
dens, and was offered by William 
Saunders two “buds” from Sahta 
navel orange tree which a woman 
missionary from Brazil had given 
to him. Mrs. Tibbetts accepted the 
buds little thinking how famous 
they would later become, and on her 
the side of her cottage where Cent- 
ral and Palm avenues now are. 

The fruit from these trees at- 
tracted much attention two years 
later when they came into bearing, 
the firm texture, the absence of 
seeds, and the delicious flavor led 
citrus growers to propagate this va- 
riety in a large way. The fruit was 
a commercial success from the first, 
and now it is the most widely 
known of all orange varieties. 

In 1908 when President Theodore 
tosevelt visited Riverside, he was 
asked to be master .of ceremonies 
at the transplanting of one of the 
trees to the Mission Inn courtyard, 
and the other tree was presented to 
the city of Riverside. It is near this 
tree at the head of Magnolia venue 
that the tablet was unveiled and 
dedicated to the memory of the 
pioneer woman last Saturday. 

Miss S. A. LaRue, a member of 
one of Riverside’s oldest families 
and Miss Helen Barker of Riverside, 
who is a student artist in New York 
city, were the designers of the 
bronze memorial.

Stripping Hemp by Machinery. 

Many hemp-stripping machines of a 
simple type are in operation on the 
hemp plantations of the Davao gulf 
region of Mindanao, and two three- 
horsepower oll engines connected with 
sets of four stripping machines each 
have recently been installed {n that 
region. The machines pull the hem 
over a knife in much the same man- 
ner that it {s cleaned by hand. They 
are comparatively inexpensive and are 
operated by one man.
